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VBT OKs first 
reading of new 
MJ ordinance

The first reading of an ordinance to keep 
medical marijuana caregiver activities in 
residential areas was approved by the Van 
Buren Township Board of Trustees at its 
regular meeting Nov. 18 via Zoom. 

The second reading and approval will be 
on the agenda of an upcoming meeting. 

Dan Power, director of planning and 
economic development, explained in 2016 
medical marijuana facilities were approved 
by the state for commercial / industrial 
areas and VBT opted out. 

In 2018 medical marijuana establishments 
were approved by the state and VBT opted 
out. 

He said in 2008, state law was enacted 
that covered medical marijuana caregivers 
throughout the state. He said this year the 
Michigan Supreme Court upheld a court 
case brought against Byron Township 
on the west side of the state. The VBT 
ordinance is based on this Byron Township 
law. 

He said this makes residential uses an 
accessory use and there are limits on the 
location within a dwelling or detacted 
garage. 

“We thought this was a sensible approach 
for the township to take,’ Power said, 
noting growing would be limited to 
residential areas and the ordinance is very 
similar to the one upheld by the Supreme 
Court. 

He said this limits marijuana growing to 
300 square feet or 20% of a dwelling. He 
said you can’t prohibit medical marijuana 
caregivers under the 2008 law. 

Trustee Reggie Miller said residents have 
told her there are smells in certain areas of 
the township. She said you can drive by 
and smell it.

Moon Star Express buys historic Belleville building

Sukhibinder Narwal, owner of Moon Star 
Express based in Van Buren Township, has 
purchased the Coldwell Banker building in 
downtown Belleville. 

Narwal said he will move his technical 
support team for the transportation 
company to the building. 

He said he had the opportunity to 
purchase buildings in Canton Township, 
Ann Arbor, and other places, but he felt the 
atmosphere of Belleville was most suited 
to his company. 

Also, he said he is looking to hire local, 
Belleville-area people for his dispatch team 
keeping work in the community. He said he 
prefers dispatchers with no experience, so 
they can be trained the Moon Star way. 

Moon Star expects to move in during the 
holidays in December. Coldwell Banker 
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will occupy the lower level until April 
2021. Until then, Moon Star will occupy 
the upstairs only and will will occupy the 
entire building, except for the hair salon 
which will remain in the building. 

Renee Osaer of Sumpter Township 
is Moon Star’s Safety Director/Human 
Resources. She said Narwal will be 
mentoring schools throughout the area 
to teach basic mechanics for truck 
maintenance. 

Osaer said there will be no trucks at 
their administrative offices in downtown 
Belleville. The back area of the building 
will be used for dispatcher and safety 
training. 

Moon Star was started in 1993 in 
California with one truck and one driver 
by Sukhibinder Narwal, a Sikh Indian. He 
grew the business until it now has more 
than 150 trucks. 

Narwal said he has family in this area 
who wanted him here, so he moved his 
business to Michigan in 2000. He bought 
the property at 7277 Rawsonville Road in 
Van Buren Township in 2011. He had 19 
trucks then. 


Osaer said this has been a good location, 
but space was getting tighter all the time as 
the business grows. 

The 164-year-old building at the corner 
of Main and Third streets in Belleville had 
been the home of Century 21 real estate. 

In August 2017, the Century 21 sign was 
removed and the new Coldwell Bankers 
Professionals sign put up. Gary Snarski 
still owned the building and managed the 
new Coldwell Banker business that was 
merged with his former business. The only 
thing that was changed was the name, 
Snarski said in 2017. 

Snarski died Aug. 17, 2019. He had 
operated the Century 21 real estate business 
for more than 20 years. 

The owner of the Coldwell Banker 
business was Chris Hendricks of Lapeer 
and this was his 11th office. 

The building was built in 1853 as a Baptist 
Church with seating for 200 and in 1913 
it was sold to Frank Pullen for a furniture 
store, and with an addition, a funeral home 
and chapel. Snarksi updated the building 
with the help of a Belleville designer, the 
late Chesley Odom.

Court Watching: 


Murder suspect Moore has court session adjourned until Nov. 25

The probable cause conference at 34" 
District Court for Timothy Eugene Moore, 
34, of Ohio, was adjourned until Nov. 25 
because there was disagreement about 
which defense attorney would represent the 
murder suspect. 

Moore is charged with the June 22, 2017 
first-degree murder of Egypt Covington 
in Van Buren Township, along with home 
invasion, and six weapon charges. 

The charges were brought by the Michigan 
State Police. Officer in charge is MSP 
Detective/Sergeant James Plummer. 

On Nov. 18, Moore was brought before 
34" District Court Judge Brian A. Oakley, 
by Zoom, from the Wayne County Jail 
where he is being held without bond. 

The court session was later in the day 
than expected because the first time Wayne 
County Sheriff Deputy B. Porzondek 
tried to get him to the Zoom session, he 
reported Moore had been taken to a medical 
appointment. 

“He’s not available,” said Judge Oakley 
said to the court. “He went for a medical 
appointment. I have no idea what that’s 
about.” 

When Moore was available, he was 
produced by Deputy Porzondek on Zoom. 

Kristina Joseph told the judge she had 
been retained by the defendant, but Blasé 
Kearney, who was court appointed, was 
listed as the attorney of record. 

Judge Oakley told the defendant there is 
some confusion on who is representing him, 
Mr. Kearney or Ms. Joseph. 

Joseph said since they were live-streaming 
the session on You Tube, she would like a 
private breakout room for the discussion. 
There were 51 people watching the session 
via Zoom. 

Judge Oakley stopped the live-streaming 
and put the two attorneys and the judge 
in a breakout room to discuss Moore’s 
representation privately. The live-streaming 
did not resume on that case. 

Wayne County Assistant Prosecutor 
Victoria Shackelford said she also wanted to 
be put in a breakout room with whoever is 
representing Moore. She said she had filed 
two motions and she will bring them up at 
the probable cause conference. 

Later, Judge Oakley announced the 
probable cause conference will be held at 
11 a.m., Nov. 25, before Judge Tina Brooks 
Green. 

Joe Stafford 

The probable cause conference for 
Joe Stafford’s charge of bank robbery 
in Belleville was adjourned on Nov. 17 
because no discovery had been obtained by 
the defense attorney. The probable cause

conference now is Nov. 25 before Judge 
Green. 

Stafford, 55, of Powder Springs, Georgia, 
came before Judge Oakley via Zoom from 
the Wayne County Jail on Nov. 18. He told 
Judge Oakley that he wanted no attorney 
and Judge Oakley said on a felony charge 
a defendant automatically gets an attorney 
assigned. Assigned defense attorney for 
Stafford is Samuel Churikian. 

Bradley Thomas Bielski 
Bradley Thomas Bielski, 42, of Bemis 
Rd., was set for his preliminary exam before 
Judge Oakley on Nov. 18. He is charged 
with home invasion-2™ on Sept. 25 in the 
city of Belleville. 

But his defense attorney Stephanie Farkas 
from the Neighborhood Defender Service 
asked that the exam be adjourned until after 
the New Year because of the increase in 
COVID-19 cases. 

She asked that the judge remove the tether 
because he has no felony history, has lived 
in the Belleville for almost his entire life, 
and currently is unemployed and looking for 
a job. He said he feels the tether would keep 
people from hiring him. 

Wayne County Assistant Prosecutor Jane 
Gillis said Bielski had been in trouble a long 
time ago, from 2006 to 2011, with charges 
of arson, breaking and entering, and retail 
fraud, but nothing since then. 

He is free on $10,000 personal bond and 
must stay away from the mobile home park 
at 745 E. Huron River Dr. (Loza Lane) and 
its owner Linda LeBlanc. Gillis said he has 
a connection to LeBlanc, since he is her 
granddaughter’s boyfriend’s brother. 

Judge Oakley agreed to drop the tether, but 
everything else is the same. The new exam 


date will be set after the first of the year. 
Mathew Thomas Cassel 
Jeffrey Ryan Harrington 

Co-defendants Mathew Thomas Cassel, 32, 
of Westland and Jeffrey Ryan Harrington, 
35, of Northville, are charged in a case 
from Dec. 3, 2014, that began in Van Buren 
Township and ended with the Michigan 
State Police prosecuting. 

Cassel is charged with assault with intent 
to do great bodily harm less than murder, 
assault and battery, felonious assault and two 
weapons charges. Bond was set at $5,000. 

Harrington is charged with intent to do 
great bodily harm less than murder and 
assault and bodily, with $5,000 personal 
bond. 

On Nov. 18, the probable cause conference 
was adjourned because their defense 
attorney Joanne Pray said she did now have 
the 911 recording and video discovery. A 
live exam will be scheduled sometime in the 
new year. The case is scheduled for review 
on Feb. 25. 

Prosecutor Gillis said the civil litigation in 
the case has tied the case up for three years 
and there are a lot of depositions. 

Judge Oakley told Pray she might want to 
file a motion for dismissal since this case has 
been around so long. 

Donte Marki Stenson 

Donte Marki Stenson, 29, of Van Buren 
Township, is charged with intent to do great 
bodily harm less than murder and domestic 
violence on Oct. 21 in Van Buren Township. 
On Nov. 18, his defense attorney Henry 
Schneider requested a live preliminary 
exam and Judge Oakley said they would set 
that after the first of the year. The case is 
scheduled for review on Feb. 25. Stenson is 


free on $5,000 personal bond. 
Omar Morano Smith 

Omar Morano Smith, 39, of Taylor is 
charged with fleeing police in a vehicle on 
May 11 in Van Buren Township. He was free 
on $2,000 personal bond, but failed to appear 
in court on Sept. 29, so bond of $10,000/10% 
was set. He said he was hospitalized on Sept. 
17 but had no documentation. 

He was scheduled for a probable cause 
conference before 34" District Court Judge 
Tina Brooks Green on Nov. 9, but failed 
to appear. Judge Green asked if there was 
verification he’s at the Salvation Army. His 
attorney Valerie Albright of Neighborhood 
Defender Service of Detroit explained he 
went to the Salvation Army for treatment 
right from the jail and the officers told her 
that’s where they delivered him. She said he 
pled to a misdemeanor on the same event as 
this VBT charge and, “He’s getting help.” 
She said she would like to see the charge 
dismissed. 

But Assistant Wayne County Prosecutor 
Lori Mireles-Smith said the police officers 
do not want the charge dismissed. Judge 
Green adjourned the preliminary exam until 
9 a.m., Jan. 11, and the attorney could be 
in person and the defendant by Zoom, if 
necessary. 

Avery Lamark Holliman 

Avery Lamark Holliman, 23, of Ypsilanti 
is charged with one charge of assault with 
intent to murder, one charge of assault with 
intent to do great bodily harm less than 
murder, and two counts of felony firearm on 
Oct. 12 in Van Buren Township. 

Bond is $250,000 cash or surety. 
Appointed defense attorney is Chery] Quick 
of the Neighborhood Defender Service. 

At his probable cause conference from 
the Wayne County Jail via Zoom on Oct. 
28 before Judge Green, his conference was 
adjourned and set for Nov. 18. His file was 
marked “medical” and referred to pretrial 
services for a bond recommendation. 

On Nov. 18, Quick said she didn’t get 
the video discovery and Wayne County 
Assistant Prosecutor Jane Gillis said VBT 
Officer Mike Long sent it on Nov. 2. The 
probable cause conference was adjourned to 
Dec. 2. 

Quick said her client has an enlarged heart, 
had two open-heart surgeries, and needs 
another, and asked Judge Oakley to reduce 
the $250,000 cash or surety bond to 10% 
with a tether. 

“I went to the hospital a couple days ago,” 
Holliman told the judge. 

Prosecutor Gillis said this is a very 
serious case and the pretrial services report 
recommended no change in the bond. Judge 
Oakley kept the bond as is.

The struggling bars and restaurants were 
closed to anything but outdoor dining, 
carry-outs and delivery. Casinos, movie 
theaters, and other recreational facilities 
also were closed and high school in-person 
classes were ended. 

The BHS football playoffs were put off 
until after the three-week “pause,” with the 
hope the pause won’t be extended. 

Inside gatherings for Thanksgiving were 
limited to 10 if you insist on having more 
than two households at the table. 

The new order, actually from the 
Department of Health and Human Services, 
is aimed at stopping the rapid spread of the 
coronavirus, Gov. Whitmer said. 

Sumpter Township immediately closed 
its offices to the public until after the first 
of the year. Van Buren Township cut back 
the times the township doors will be open 
and Belleville tightened up, as well.

We’ve been informed that Zoom is on the 
lookout for Zoom-bombers. 

It has been reported that Zoom has been 
scanning social media posts for Zoom 
meeting links — a sign that bad actors are 
preparing to infiltrate and hijack the video 
session — and will notify users if it believes 
their meetings are in danger of being Zoom- 
bombed. 

The scanning is part of a new “At-Risk 
Meeting Notifier,” which the company said 
it began implementing this fall. “When 
the tool detects a meeting that looks 
to be at high risk of being disrupted, it 
automatically alerts the account owner by 
email and provides advice on what to do,” 
the company wrote in a blog post. 

Zoom has several other suggestions to 
keep the public meetings open and safe. 

We were all aghast when the Belleville 
City Council meeting was Zoom-bombed 
on Nov. 16. We’re sure the city will be ready 
for any interlopers in the future. 

We recently received an email from 
a reader who was concerned about the 
reported destruction of a bald eagle’s nest 
on the North I-94 Service Drive between 
Haggerty and Hannan roads. 

She said the entire tree was taken down. 
“It had been there a long time and folks 
really enjoyed seeing the eagles as they 
would go out over the lake. The nest could 
only be viewed from the service drive as it 
was on privately-owned land belonging to a 
company from Detroit,” she wrote. 

She suggested the Bald and Golden 
Eagle Protection Act includes penalties for 
“molest and disturb,’ which sounds like 
what happened here. 
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A report from last week’s meeting with 
those planning the June 25-26 Lakefest to 
help non-profits raise funds said there are 41 
non-profits in the community and so far 18 
have signed up. 

The plan is to be set up in the middle 
of Main Street from High to Third for 
nonprofits who will not be charged. Crafters 
and food vendors could be added on the 
outskirts and they could be charged to help 
with event expenses. 

Each group will set up its own booth and 
there may be a car show at Victory Park. 
Music will be on High Street and on the 
Fourth Street Square. 

A movie will be shown at Van Buren Park 
on Friday night and the VBT Senior Center 
will offer its buses for rides to Beck Field, 
where there will be fireworks. 

There may be lake activities, and some 
discussed included a bass fishing contest, 
kayak race, and cardboard boat race. There 
could be demonstrations by the water ski 
club, the U of M rowing team, and the 
township’s dive and rescue team. Perhaps, 
the plastic duck race and something for 
children could be added. 

The event needs a person/committee to 
plan it and they are looking for volunteers. 
If COVID is still a problem, they could 
move the event to 2022. 

It was announced this event is not to replace 
Strawberry Festival. They are looking for 
Sumpter Township to get involved, as well.

Power said caregivers can grow up to 
12 plants per patient, up to five patients. If 
the caregiver also is a patient, that person 
also gets 12 plants, too, making a total of 
72 plants. 

“It’s the law,” Power said. 

Trustee Miller said there is a right for 
people to enjoy their property, as well. 

“If somebody has a complaint ... an odor 
problem ... there’s a way to address that?” 
Trustee Miller asked. 

Supervisor Kevin McNamara said the 
township does have nuisance laws and it 
has prosecuted this in the past. 

Township attorney Angela Mannarino 
said this allows the township to enforce the 
ordinance and “neighbors have a right to 
enjoy their property.” 

Clerk Leon Wright said when you run by 
somebody’s home, you can really smell it. 
He asked if the township couldn’t regulate 
caregivers by checking who’s on the list. 

Mannarino said the state does not give 
the police access to the list of licensed 
caregivers. 

“This ordinance is here because of a fact,” 
said Supervisor McNamara. “A guy went 
to the building department and said he was 
going to grow marijuana in a commercial 
area. We had opted out and said ‘hell, no.’ 
He said too bad you never limited medical 
marijuana to residential areas. They can 
grow it in a gas station ... And we can’t do 
anything about it, right?” 

Mannarino said, “We’re with what the 
Supreme Court approved.” 

“There is one business who could do 
it because he started before we did this,” 
McNamara said. 

Director of Public Service Matthew 
Best said this really was in response to the 
township’s lawfirm bringing it forward. 

“There’s a lot of quasi-legal caregiver 
purchases of commercial property and they 
could grow marijuana next to Starbucks,” 
Best said. “The DeRuiter case allows us 
to decide whether to allow growing in 
commercial areas,” he said of the DeRuiter 
v Township of Byron. 

He said because of the nuisance aspects -- 
such as odor, lights, and noise — “We were 
working toward this before this person 
approached the township.” 

In other business at the one-hour-20- 
minute meeting Nov. 17, the board: 

e Congratulated the VBT Downtown 
Development Authority for getting an 
award from the Michigan Downtown 
Association for 2020 Best Placemaking 
Project in the State for Harris Park. It was 
presented to VBT DDA at the Nov. 5-6 
virtual conference; 

e Approved the Van Buren Township 
Master Plan, per the requirements of the 
Michigan Planning Enabling Act, PA 33 of 
2008; 

e Approved the Wayne County Hazard 
Mitigation Plan; 

e Approved the supervisor’s appointment 
of Brian Cullin to the planning commission 
to fill the unexpired term of Donald 
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Boynton, who has been elected to the 
township board. The term expires Oct. 1, 
2021. Cullin has lived in VBT for 59 years 
and holds a bachelor of science degree in 
construction engineering and a master of 
science degree in physics education. He 
retired from the Livonia Public Schools’ 
staff in June; 

e Approved the supervisor’s re- 
appointments of Kevin Boyer, Juanita 
Jenson, Harry Roesch, and Penny Young 
(alternate) to the Board of Review with 
terms to expire Dec. 31, 2022; 

e Approved the corrected 2021 Holiday 
Schedule; 

e Heard McNamara report that at the last 
Forgotten Harvest event, lines wrapped 
around township hall for the free food.

Treasurer 
Sharry Budd said the figures have been on 
Facebook and, “I don’t know why we don’t 
put it on our Facebook page”; and 

e Heard Trustee Miller say she was so 
sorry Trustee Paul White couldn’t join the 
board for his last meeting on the board. She 
said he took his time and his skills for the 
position. “Whether you agree or not ... it’s 
important we recognize each other ... It’s 
a lot of work,” she said, welcoming new 
member Don Boynton. Clerk Leon Wright 
thanked White for his years of service. “He 
had a right to speak his opinions and should 
be respected,” Wright said. Trustee Kevin 
Martin thanked Trustee White for his zeal 
and his passion and he was “‘a true guardian 
of the residents...” Supervisor McNamara 
said, “I’m thankful I got elected and you 
got elected ... We got four more years.” He 
held up a plaque prepared to honor White’s 
service as a trustee. McNamara said they 
will mail it off to him, “Hoping he’s OK.”
